Franke was under the influence 
of opiates administered to ease 
the pain, and was unable to ex ­ 
plain the accident.

It is believed that his 
hands were scorched as a result 
of his efforts to ex tinguish the 
flames.

‘The greatest responsibility a par­ 
ent has to his or her child is to teach 
that child obedience to law — the law 
of the home and the 
law

land.” 
This declaration w as m ade yester­ 
day afternoon by 
Dr. 
Charles 
E. 
Barker of Chicago at the m others’ 
and daughters’ m eeting at the t e m ­ 
ple theater, and w as repeated last 
night at the fathers’ and son s’ m eet­ 
ing. 
T hese m eetin gs were held under 
the auspices of the Rotary club of 
Santa Ana. 
Every seat in the theater 
w as taken at both m eetings, and the 
speaker w as listened to with tense 
interest, 
“ The m an who buys liquor in vio­ 
lation of the federal law is a traitor 
to his flag,” declared Dr. Barker, in 
bis 
even in g address. 
“ W hy do we 
have all th is law lessness? 
Because 
parents have been allow ing their chil­ 
dren to grow up with disrespect for 
constraint. 
“ In the past two years, you men 
who have been braggiug how you get 
your quart of w hite m ule, you are to 
blame. 
For breaking the prohibition 
law, you are just as guilty in the eyes 
of the constitution as 
though 
you 
stole m oney or forged a check. 
You 
are just as much a traitor to the flag 
as w as B enedict Arnold. I don’t care 
w hether you like a ¡aw, so long as 
the law is on the books it is your 
duty as an American citizen to sup­ 
port that law. 
Don’t Spare Rod. 
“ Don’t be afraid to punish a child. 
Nobody can transgress the law s of 
God, of nature, without sooner 
or 
later 
suffering 
punishment. 
Why, 
then, exp ect to let a child grow up 
free from punishm ent? 
I don’t mean 
for you to beat him on every oppor­ 
tunity. 
Far from it. Let the punish­ 
m ent fit the offense. 
Don’t punish in 
anger, but don’t forget 
to 
punish. 
Punish a boy in kindness and reason 
and he will grow up to 
say, 
‘Dad, 
I’m glad you had the nerve to do it.’ 
“ The happiest m en in the world to­ 
day are the men who have learned to 
obey the law .” 
In all of his lectu res here yester­ 
day, Dr. Barker laid em phasis upon 
the dangers of “ spooning” by young 
folk. 
Advice to Mothers. 
H is closing advice to the m others 
and giris yesterday 
afternoon 
was 
given graphically and forcefully un­ 
der four headings: 
“ F irst,” said he, “ m other, your re­ 
sponsibility to your daughter is to 
see that sh e does not go out alone 
at night riding around the country in 
an autom obile w ith a boy, no m atter 
w hose bo ythat is, no m atter how 
sure you feel you know him. 
‘‘Second, there are certain types 
of dancing that are absolutely per­ 
nicious. such as cheek to cheek danc­ 
ing. 
This kind 
of 
dancing 
mars 
what otherw ise may be classed by 
many of us as a pleasant and whole­ 
some exercise. 
“ Third, see that 
your 
daughter 
avoids the sex m ovie. 
That kind of 
movie gives her an entirely false idea 
of life and its relationships. 
“ Fourth, m others, see 
to 
it that 
when you let your daughters go out 
to social affairs or elsew h ere that 
they 
are 
m odestly 
and 
decently 
dressed.” 
Dr. 
Barker 
laid 
great 
stress upon the two words, “ m odest­ 
ly’ and “ decently.” 
Ex pla in My s te rie s . 
To the parents at 
each 
of 
the 
m eetings. Dr. Barker m ade a plea in 
favor of giving children through their 
parents answers to 
questions 
con 
cerning som e of the thin gs of life 
that to children are m ysteries. 
He 
said he believed that certain things 
should be told a child by 
a 
parent 
rather than 
have 
the 
child 
leam 
those same things in an unpleasant 
and vulgar way from others. 
In his addresses Dr. Barker laid 
great em phasis upon the responsibil 
ity that the boy or girl of today has 
toward future generations. 
The ad­ 
visability of every child grow ing up 
healthy and strong, free 
from 
the 
taints of disease, w as pointed out 
clearly. 
In his afternoon lecture, the 
speaker laid emphasiB upon the ad 
visability of girls and wom en taking 
regular exercise.

“ I am w ell aw are that pianoforte 
technique is generally regarded as 
the basis of successful ach ievem en t,” 
Harold Bauer, who w ill give a re­ 
cital at the high school n ext Fri­ 
day even in g under th e auspices of 
the Santa Ana M usical association, 
said in a recent in terview 
“ P ian ists 
m ust of course have technique: but 
when its cultivation is taken up as 
som ething apart from expression, pu­ 
pils cannot fail 
to 
m iss 
certain 
goals. 
“ If I w ere perm itted to test my 
theory in training a child,” continued 
Bauer, “ I should at th e ou tset wish 
to assure m yself that the pupil had 
extraordinary gifts. 
T his 
could 
be 
definitely established at the age of 
three or four years. 
The first train ­ 
ing would be to cu ltivate the ear 
sense through 
the 
association 
of 
ideas with feelings, and before per­ 
m ittin g the little candidate to go 
near 
the 
instrum ent. 
P racticin g 
gestu res to convey em otions is one 
m ethod of developing capacity for 
expression. 
Technique va. Expression. 
“ Pursuing 
the 
ch ild ’s 
training 
along these lin es w e would quickly 
take up the study of som e com posi­ 
tions. 
M ost great com posers have 
w ritten m usic sufficiently sim ple for 
children. 
Instead of in sistin g upou 
eertain exercises to 
develop 
tech ­ 
nique, I should go against all ac­ 
cepted technical m ethods, for I can­ 
not believe that system s which aim 
to enable the pianist to play all notes 
alike are best. 
The piano, unlike all 
other instrum ents does not perm it 
expression when an individual note 
is sounded, and because of 
its lim i­ 
tations the basis of expression m ust 
be variety. 
T echnique has no rea­ 
son for being until expression has 
first taught what it 
is 
that 
one 
w ish es to do. 
I do not mind the 
study of technique after the exp res­ 
sive idea has been found. 
But to 
utilize the teachings of one school 
w hich in sists that th e fingers 
be 
raised high, or of another which ad­ 
vocates practicing w ith the fingers 
close to the keys, seem s to m e of 
Bt-condary im portance. 
Course For Student. 
“ Presupposing that m y child pupil 
gradually 
acquires 
a 
rudim entary 
schooling sufficient to begiu a com ­ 
position, I should play the piece and 
strive to cause my charge to im i­ 
tate what I did in m y interpretation, 
and I should take care that m y in­ 
terpretation was based on the m en­ 
tal picture described by the child 
upon hearing the work. A knowledge 
of m usical notation at 
this 
stage 
would not be necessary, for the little 
student should rely for the tim e be­ 
ing exclu sively on the brain im pres­ 
sions recorded through the hearing 
sense. 
A fter tw o or three years of 
such training the technique would 
grow norm ally and rightly, and the 
developm ent would proceed with in ­ 
dividual m usical expressiveness and 
perm it adaptation 
to 
the 
peculiar 
needs of such com position. 
Accom­ 
panying such developm ent would be 
the practice of im provisation which 
would add to the pupil’s m usical im ­ 
agination and general resources.”

| velopment of Indian Music” present­ 
ed yesterday by Mrs. J .

street, to hear Mrs. Hamil’s paper 
which she opened with the statement 
that “ Poetry, music and dancing have 
a common starting point, in rhythm,” 
enlarging upon the peculiar rhythm 
i which characterizes the primitive mu­ 
sic of the Indian race. 
The chant of the North American 
Indian, according to Mrs. Hamil, is 
a peculiar medium between speech 
and song 
and 
the 
quaint 
strains 
which make 
these 
not 
unmusical 
chants were illustrated by Mrs. H. 
N Hayes who gave one of the chants 
of the Ojfbways, which ha ce Mrs. 
Hamil chose a s being representative 
of the highest degree of intellectua l­ 
ity to be found among the Indians. 
Melody, as we understand it, wa s 
sacrificed to the sense of rhythm, and 
according to Mrs. Hamil, a peculiar 
fact in connection with the chants, 
was that the voice would be in one 
pronounced rhythm while 
the 
ac 
company mg beat of the drum or the 
rattle would be carried on in an en­ 
tirely different one. 
The drums, rattles, whistles and 
flutes which made up the musical in 
struments 
of 
the 
race, were all 
touched upon, the flute being given 
special mention because or its place 
in the tribal life a s an aid to bashful 
lovers. 
Hidden in the underbrush at day 
break, the lover would sound the 
sw eet strains of his flute as a signal 
to the maiden of his heart, that be 
was awaiting her and was declaring 
his love. Her acceptance of his suit 
was shown by her joining him in re­ 
sponse to the pleading of his flute. 
Mrs. Hamil hoped to have the il­ 
lustration of this point in her talk 
given by m ea ns of a flute, but was 
unable to procure one and so Mrs. 
Hayes sang Tburlow Lieurance’s “ By 
the Waters of Lake Minnetonka” to 
piano accompaniment of Miss Marie 
Hamil with violin ouligato by Miss 
Velma Clemrn a s a thoroughly sa tis­ 
factory substitute. 
Continuing her talk, 
Mrs. 
Hamil 
sla ted that according to their belief 
the Indians were 
highly 
religious, 
and wove the dance into their most 
deeply religious observances, as an 
expression of emotions.

a s accompinist for all of the soloists. 
Fred Wilde than sang "My Doeskin 
Blanket,” by Cadmau, and the words 
of which by Cecil Fanning were of 
special interest in view of the fact 
that Fanning will appear before a 
banta Ana audience us a number of 
the Musical association course.
